A representative of the Internal 
Revenue department will be at the 
Salem postoffice from I until 4 p. rn 
Tuesday to explain the application 
of the new federal retailers' excise 
taxes which go into effect Wednes­ 
day. Any taxpayer may visit the 
office and have his questions an­ 
swered. 
Principal levies concerning Salem 
merchants will be IO per cent cm 
the sale prices of furs, jewelry arnd 
cosmetic* and floor taxes on tires, 
tubes, distilled spirits and wines. 
The levies also will affect foot­ 
ball tickets 
in 
addition to 
the 
prices on some ducats at theaters. 
All admissionas are taxable at the 
rate of one cent for each IO cents 
or fraction thereof, except to chil­ 
dren under 12 when the price is 
less than IO cents. 
Theater owner* say the tax will 
affect only "In between prices,’' as 
the established price on children’s 
tickets is 9.7 cents and a fourcent 
tax already Is in effect for 40- cent 
ducats.
